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NEW  CHILD  CARE  PROGRAM  TO  ASSIST  MOTHERS 


An  innovative  child  care  program  to 
assist  mothers  of  young  children  who 
would  like  to  take  college  courses  will 
begin  at  Avila  with  the  fall  semester. 

The  program  is  designed  to  allow  a 
mother  to  take  courses  while  her  chil- 
dren are  cared  for  in  a supervised  cen- 
ter for  a minimal  charge.  Children 
ages  two  through  five  will  be  cared  for 
by  a qualified  personnel  in  the  Hodes 
Education  Center.  Education  stu- 
dents, who  in  the  past  have  had  to  go 
off  campus  to  fulfill  some  require- 
ments for  child  development  observa- 
tion, will  benefit  from  the  program  by 
being  able  to  meet  the  requirement 
through  assistance  in  the  program. 

I The  service  will  be  provided  from  8 
t.m.  to  4 p.m.  weekdays. 

‘ Program  Director 
The  director  of  the  program  is 
Nancy  Duey  who  has  a bachelor  of  arts 
degree  in  early  childhood  education 
from  Iowa  State  University.  Nancy  was 
head  teacher  of  the  Child  Development 
Center  organized  by  the  American 
Association  of  University  Women  in 
Dallas.  She  was  also  a member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  center. 
Nancy,  her  husband  and  two  children 


are  recent  residents  of  Kansas  City. 

“This  is  a unique  service  not  being 
provided  anywhere  else  in  this  area,” 
states  Ron  Bennett,  director  of  devel- 
opment. “Avila  has  been  aware  of  the 
need  for  this  kind  of  service  for  some- 
time. We  are  happy  that  we  now  have 
the  facility  available  to  make  it  a 
reality.” 

Opportunities  for  employment  and 
advancement  or  the  desire  to  stay 
abreast  of  the  times  has  brought  an 
increasing  number  of  women  back  to 
the  college  campus.  The  total  enroll- 
ment at  Avila  this  past  spring  was 
1,137.  Of  that  number,  567  were  part- 
time  students,  and  319  of  these  were 
married  women.  In  addition,  145  mar- 
ried women  attended  Avila  full-time.

Avila  To  Offer 
Courses  at  JCCC 

A new  phase  in  the  long-standing 
relationship  between  Avila  College 
and  Johnson  County  Community  Col- 
lege has  been  announced  by  G. 
Richard  Scott,  academic  dean.  Begin- 
ning in  September  Avila  will  offer 
courses  on  the  Johnson  County  Com- 
munity College  campus  leading  to  a 
degree  in  business  management, 
health  care  administration,  hotel- 
motel  management,  international 
management,  personnel  administra- 
tion and  retail  marketing.  The  busi- 
ness curriculum  of  JCCC  will  be  inter- 
faced with  the  four-year  business 
degree  requirements  at  Avila.  This  will 
provide  for  an  enhancement  rather 
than  a duplication  of  courses  for  stu- 
dents interested  in  pursuing  a four- 
year  degree. 

Past  Success 

Avila  and  Johnson  County  Com- 
munity College  have  experienced  suc- 
cess in  the  past  in  the  development  of 
cooperative  programs  to  better  serve 
the  needs  of  Johnson  County  resi- 
dents. The  administration  of  justice 
degree  program  is  an  excellent  exam- 
ple of  an  innovative  curriculum  de- 
signed by  faculty  and  staff  members 
of  both  colleges.  Through  this  curricu- 
lum a career  lattice  was  created  enabl- 
ing students  to  transfer  into  Avila’s 
program  without  loss  of  valuable  time 
and  credit.  The  program  eliminates 
course  duplication  as  the  student  is 
required  to  complete  the  associate 
degree  in  the  administration  of  justice 
before  transferring  into  the  Avila  pro- 
gram for  course  work  designed  exclu- 
sively for  the  junior  and  senior  years. 
Additional  federal  funding  was  allo- 
cated to  both  institutions  because  of 
the  educational  opportunities  afforded 
administration  of  justice  students 
through  this  cooperative  venture.

Avila  Receives  Grant 

A successful  telethon  by  alumni 
workers  has  put  this  year’s  support 
program  over  the  top.  The  increase  in 
donors  has  (qualified  the  colleae  to 
receive  $3,000  under  the  challenge 
grant  issued  by  an  alumna.  The  chal- 
lenge was  to  raise  the  number  of 
donors  from  last  year's  250.  An  in- 
crease to  350  donors  would  quality 
Avila  to  receive  a gift  of  $1,500  from 
the  anonymous  alumna,  375  donors 
would  mean  a gift  of  $2,000  and  400 
donors,  $3,000.  As  of  the  June  30 
deadline  415  alumni  had  responded  to 
the  challenge  and  donations  have  con- 
tinued to  come  in. 

Money  raised  in  the  alumni  program 
is  used  to  support  academic  pro- 
grams, improve  student  services,  pro- 
vide scholarships  or  help  to  build  a 
new  library.  A complete  accounting  of 
this  year’s  program  will  be  provided  in 
the  fall  issue  of  the  Alumni  Magazine.

agement  degree  program  is  a similar 
curriculum  designed  with  the  same 
transfer  concept  as  a basis  to  serve 
the  student  and  prevent  course  dupli- 
cation for  both  colleges. 

Nursing  Career  Mobility 

A training  grant  of  $45,973  from  the 
Department  of  Heath,  Education  and 
Welfare  was  recently  awarded  to  the 
Avila  nursing  department  fora  curricu- 
lum articulation  and  new  clinical  nurs- 
ing roles  program  to  be  implemented 
by  Avila  and  JCCC.  The  proposal  was 
prepared  by  the  nursing  faculty  and 
staff  of  the  two  institutions  in  order  to 
meet  a need  in  the  greater  Kansas  City 
area.  The  cooperative  curriculum  pro- 
ject is  designed  to  increase  career 
mobility  whereby  a licensed  practical 
nurse  can  pursue  an  associate  of  arts 
degree  at  the  community  college  and  a 


two-year  graduate  can  pursue  addi- 
tional preparation  towards  a bachelor 
of  science  in  nursing  degree  with  a 
minimum  amount  of  repetition  and 
time  expenditure. 

Avila  has  long  recognized  the  role  of 
the  community  college  and  was  the 
first  private  college  in  the  greater 
Kansas  City  area  to  accept  the  asso- 
ciate degree  in  fulfillment  of  the 
general  education  requirements  for  its 
bachelor  of  arts  degree.  Students 
transferring  from  the  community  col- 
leges are  pleased  that  the  amount  of 
course  work  recognized  and  the  high 
number  of  credit  hours  accepted  by 
Avila  which  enable  them  to  same  time 
and  expense  in  completing  a degree 
program.

She  received  her 
bachelor  of  arts  degree  from  St.  Louis 
University  in  1922  and  her  master’s 
degree  from  the  University  of 
Missouri-Columbia  in  1926.  In  1965

Nursing  Department 
Receives  Four  Grants 

Federal  grants  totaling  $138,024 
have  been  awarded  to  the  Avila  nurs- 
ing department  for  1974-75  by  the 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare.  Funds  amounting  to  $33,198 
have  been  awarded  for  community 
health  nursing  and  $14,187  for  mental 
health  nursing  in  order  to  integrate 
these  concepts  into  the  total  nursing 
curriculum.  In  addition,  grants  of 
$45,973  for  curriculum  articulation  anc^ 
$44,666  for  capitation  were  also  r^ 
ceived.  The  mental  health  nursing  an^* 
articulation  grants  are  for  a three-year 
period.  The  capitation  grant,  awarded 
to  assist  schools  in  operating  depart- 
ments of  nursing,  will  be  used  to  im- 
prove nursing  curriculum,  develop 
interdisciplinary  programs  and  in- 
crease the  number  of  health  man- 
power personnel. 

The  Avila  department  of  nursing  is 
currently  participating  in  a program 
using  the  College  Level  Examination 
Program  which  would  allow  students 
to  test  out  of  basic  introductory 
courses  thereby  giving  them  time  to 
pursue  a double  major  such  as  French 
and  nursing.
